My dear Mr. Noe,

I have to or- 
der a case for the special display of the Johnson collection; and I 
should like, if you do not think I have forfeited all right ta beg favors, 
to ask you the name of first class dealers from whom I ee order it, and 
to ask, further, if, in case T send these dealers the number of ‘specimens 
to be. housed, they will be able to go ahead and make a case of the proper 
dimensions. We have about $250.00 for the Job. Any suggestions as to 
the make, constitution, disposition, upholstery, material, or any otiher 
detail of tnis case that you may be willing to give me, I shall most 
gratefu.ly receive. 
Is there any prospect that you will ever come to 4aine- 
if not at this dull season, then in the summer? I cannot imagine a 
happier chance in our small Numismatics department than having you in- 
spect it; and I do hope 1 may one day have the pleasure of entertaining 


you here.

My dear Mr. Noe, 


I thank you heartily for your letter of the 1sbh inst. and for 
the pains you have taken to secure information in the matter of the case 
for the coins of the Johnson collection. 

The Johnson coins are in envelopes, and on a single hasty 
count I make the number of envelopes 190; I judge by the inscriptions on 
the envelopes that all the items are carefully SrarLvated) the specimens 
are in considerable part, Greek, Roman, Syracusan and “icilian. The value 
of the collection is $473.02. 

The Jarren coins- those last received- are also in envelopes, 

sealed. The notation on the envelopes is as follows: GP 358; Scotland 
Francis and Mary, Testoon, BB 26046 L 2.5.0; B.C. Athenai Tetradrachm, 
(arghaie) BB 40.13-.25/-; B.C. Heraclea L.3.0.0; B.C. Tarentum, Didrachm 
BB 162.9 L 2.0.0; B.C. Klagomenai- Gree--(illegible)--11 855; Frederick 
of Sieily, L.3.15.0; Charles I Oxford 1/ BB 260.5, L 1715.0; B.C. 
Tarentum, Didrachm,.BB162.10 L 2.10.0; BB 254.5; . BB 259.4; .and finally, 
one envelope makked, merely, "French". ~~ 

I have talked with President Sills, and he thinks it an ex- 
eellent idea to have the coins sent on to you, and to have me go on and or- 
der the case there. I supposed there would be some dealer at hand or reach- 
able by mail, to whom I could give the order for the case under your advice, 
What I am anxious to accomplish, of course, is to have the collection dis- 
played in both an artistic and a scientific fashion. Now ff it is not 
trespassing on your indulgence too far, I should above all things like to 
60 over the collection with you -shall we say, on March 25 and 26- and 

earn under your guidance what is to be done to accomplish this result. 
I will add that the case should have an ebonized finish, though perhaps 
that is a thorougily irrelevant detail, at this stage of the matter. 

f you find the plan commends itself to your Curator, I 
shall be sost grateful.

On reaching Boston I called on the Library Bureau, 
and feel encouraged to believe they will make me 
the requisite article; they have a branch in Port- 
land, which makes neighbors of them. As to the 
boxes, I ran down a firm in Boston that gould w- 
dertake them, and promise delivery by June Birst, 
2% &2 price of from 4. 00 to 5.00 per gross: this 
was the Morse-Brackett Box Co., 144 High St. But 
the local box company here will do the job, and 
I think will do it. right, since they have in the 
past made some display boxes for other departments 
in the College.

I thank you for your letter of the 24th inst. The col- 
lection I wrote you about contains somewhere around 175 coins. It is 
very larcely modern and pretty nearly all copper: there are Canadian, 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia pennies and bank tokens; American cents 
from 1789 to 1856 and U.S. tokens; and some new pennies “English, with 
2 Geo. Il coppers, 2 Geoe III sixpences, e “eo. IV penny, a new ing. 

shilling and new sixpence, 1900; a Norwich farthing, 1667; odd coppers, 
Haiti, Argentine, Greece, “ermany etc. There are a very few other 4 
modern silver coins- a French franc, new, 190l,and a Charles X,5 fr. Cae 
1830; and 2 Americam half dollars, 1830. The Roman coins prove, on 7 
examination, to be few indeed: small coppers they are, Constantine, 
Gallienus, Constantinus, and Constanfs, 211 found at, Lincoln, and not 
notable, 1 should say, for condition; all tola thergare 1 think, 16 
of them, and there is a broken coin,copper, very thin, found in a 
Gitch at King's College, Cambridge.
